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INTRODUCTION 


This  report  discusses  the  recommended  flood  hazard  mitigation  measures  presented  and 
prepared  by  the  City  of  Lawrenceville. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  PROBLEM 


The  project  area  is  within  the  City  of  Lawrenceville.  It  is  located  in  the  north  central  part  of  the 
community  in  the  floodplain  of  the  Embarras  River.  This  area  has  experienced  repetitive 
flooding  with  the  most  destructive  flooding  occurring  approximately  once  every  five  to  1 0 
years.  The  one  property  being  acquired  in  this  project  is  currently  deemed  uninhabitable  by 
the  city  building  inspector. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  PROJECT 

This  project  consists  of  the  acquisition  and  demolition  of  one  property  located  at  401  Tenth 
Street  on  the  banks  of  the  Embarras  River.  An  elderly  couple  currently  owns  the  property. 

AUTHORITY 

This  project  is  being  performed  under  the  authority  of  the  “Flood  Control  Act  of  1945,” 

615  ILCS  15  (2000  State  Bar  Edition). 

PROJECT  BENEFITS 


The  acquisition  of  this  floodplain  property  will  eliminate  the  need  for  future  federal  and  state 
disaster  assistance  to  this  family.  Additionally,  removing  structures  affected  by  repetitive 
flooding  will  reduce  the  public  health  risks  existing  in  this  area,  including  the  need  for 
emergency  services  during  flood  conditions. 


PROJECT  COST 


This  project  has  been  recommended  for  funding  by  the  Acquisition/Relocation  (A/R) 
Subcommittee  of  the  Interagency  Mitigation  Advisory  Group  (IMAG).  The  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  will  provide  up  to  $40,000  of  the  total  project  cost. 


FUTURE  ACTIONS 


The  acquired  property  will  be  cleared  and  held  as  public  open  space  and  will  be  maintained  by 
the  City  of  Lawrenceville. 
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
